With a donation of $7 million by Sid and Jenny Craig, the 
University of San Diego received the lead gift necessary to proceed with 
building its much needed $17.5 million Sports/Activities Center. The 
Jenny Craig Pavilion was completed and opened in October of 2000 and 
offers all of USD’s student athletes as well as the USD community with 
a facility that is among the nation’s best.

Craig Pavilion, including additional television coverage, concert, USD 
and NCAA tournaments, and special games like the Torero Tip-Off. For 
the second straight year the University of San Diego will host the 2002 
West Coast Conference men’s and women’s basketball tournament in 
the Jenny Craig Pavilion. 

“The new Jenny Craig Pavilion gives the USD Volleyball pro- 
gram the foundation we need to become a national power. The University 
of San Diego, always noted for its academic excellence and beautiful 
campus, will now be recognized with a top-notch athletic facility,” says 
USD head volleyball coach Jennifer Petrie.

Jennifer Petrie is entering her fourth year as the 
Torero’s head coach. During three seasons under 
Petrie’s guidance San Diego has won nearly 70 per- 


cent of their matches 


and have totaled an outstanding 


record of 59-29. Ranked 25" nationally in the final 
2001 American Volleyball Coaches Association Poll 


and 24" in 1999, Petrie is establishing San Diego as one of the premiere volleyball 
programs in the nation. In 2001, Petrie guided the Toreros into the NCAA 
Tournament’s Second Round for the second time in her three-year tenure. The 2001 
Toreros owned a 22-9 record under Petrie and a 10-4 mark in the highly competitive 


West Coast Conference. In 1999, her inaugural season as San Diego’s head coach, the Toreros enjoyed imme- 
diate success finishing 23-6 and advancing into the NCAA’s round of 48. 


The 2002 season will be Petrie’s sixth at the University of San Diego after serving as USD’s top 
assistant for two seasons. As an assistant, Petrie helped the Toreros claim back-to-back West Coast Conference 
championships in 1997 and 1998. After taking over the program in 1999, Petrie became just the third head 


coach in USD volleyball history. 


Petrie was a standout volleyball player at the College of William and Mary. She was twice named 
Colonial Athletic Conference Player of the Year (1990-91) and a two-time All-Southern Region selection 
(1990-91), She gained national level playing experience in 1990 when she competed on the gold-medal-win- 


ning U.S. Olympic Festival North Region Team. 

Her collegiate coaching career began when 
she joined the volleyball staff at Indiana State Uni- 
versity where she served as top assistant from 1992 
to 1993. Petrie then took the top assistant position 
at North Carolina, Chapel Hill from 1994 to 1997 
before joining Sue Snyder’s staff at the University 
of San Diego for the 1997 campaign. 

A native of San Diego, Petrie played for 
the San Diego Juniors Volleyball Club and gradu- 
ated from Mt. Carmel High School. In 1992, she 
graduated from the College of William and Mary 
with a degree in Art History and completed her 
Master’s Degree in Sports Administration at North 
Carolina, Chapel Hill in 1997. Jennifer is married

Led by an accomplished group of 
veterans that were complemented by some of the best young players on 
the west coast, the Toreros finished the season with 22 wins and ad- 
vanced into the second round of the NCAA Tournament. 

“IT was thrilled with the outcome of the 2001 volleyball season,” 
said third-year Head Coach Jennifer Petrie. “It is exciting to see so 
many young faces contributing so early in their careers. Between the 
mixture of experienced upperclassmen and extremely talented fresh- 
men, USD volleyball is looking forward to a very bright future.” 

The young faces included the West Coast Conference Freshman 
of the Year Devon Forster. The 6-1 outside-hitter from Boulder Colo- 
rado was selected as an All-West Coast Conference first team player 
as a true freshman in 2001. Forster and teammate Kristen Hurst, a true 
freshman from Bakersfield, California ranked one and two in the league 
in service aces. Freshmen contributions came from defensive special- 

ist Kalae Araujo and Jocelyne Roy as well, both key factors in the 
Torero’s advancement into NCAA Tournament play. 
With leadership coming from record setting seniors Ali Martin and 
Lindsey Lampert the Toreros ran through their first five league oppo- 
nents including a sweep of then-#20 Santa Clara. USD would finish 
the season third in the WCC with a 10-4 conference mark. Lampert. 
a senior from Long Beach

tion. Lampert and the rest of the San Diego offense was assisted by 
Martin, who finished her career as the fourth all-time leading setter in 
San Diego volleyball history. 
Junior Noel Frohman was the most consistent attacker for San 
Diego in 2001. Frohman will return for her senior season after captur- 
ing All-West Coast Conference first team honors in 2001. Frohman 
used her 31-inch vertical leap to lead the Toreros in kills with 426 
during the regular season and also in digs with a 3.06 average per 
game, 


San Diego finished the regular season in third place in the 
West Coast Conference with a league record of 10-4. The Toreros 
have not experienced a losing season in conference play since 1990 
and have compiled a WCC record of 93-33 since 1992. The Toreros, 
who won back-to-back WCC Championships in 1997-98, have not 
finished any lower than fourth in the conference since 1989. In 2001 
the Toreros swept Gonzaga, Portland, St. Mary’s and San Francisco 
and split season series with LMU and Santa Clara.

USD ACADEMIC SUPPORT 7 


The USD Athletic Academic Support program is designed to promote 
the academic development of student-athletes. The primary objective is to offer 
the necessary resources for the academic success of student-athletes as they 
work to earn their degree. Academic Support services are designed to enhance 
the student-athlete’s overall collegiate experience and encourage development 
and attainment of academic and career goals. 

The University of San Diego’s Academic Support efforts are led by 
Shaney Fink who begins her third year as USD’s Academic Support Coordina- 
tor. Fink was a standout volleyball player in the 90°s, and in 1999 she was on 
the Volleyball coaching staff as an assistant. helping the Toreros to a 23-6 
record and a second round finish in the NCAA Tournament. Prior to USD she 
gained coaching experience at the high school, college and international levels 
for five years. She capped off a stellar collegiate career (1990-93) at Cal 
Berkeley and won selection to the All-PAC Ten Decade Team. Fink completed 
her B.A., graduating in Social Science from Berkeley in 1994. 

All USD studentathletes have access to advising, tutoring and mentoring 
services. The mentoring program, Access, was developed in 1999 and teams a 
graduate student in the Counseling program with an athlete who would like to 
enhance study skills, learn about campus resources and receive guidance on 
goal development and attainment. Student-athletes also have access to a quiet 
area Where they can study or work in the computer center. In addition, student- 
athletes are encouraged to utilize the campus learning centers including the 
Writing, Math and Logic Centers as well as to take advantage of the resources 
available to them in the Career Center, Counseling Center and Computer Labs. 

USD is a member of the NCAA CHAMPS/LIFE SKILLS program. 
This program was created to enhance the total development of student athletes 
on NCAA Division | campuses. 

The NCAA Champs/Life Skills Mission is: To maintain intercolle- 
giate athletics as an integral part of the campus educational program and the 
athlete as an integral part of the student body. With this in mind, the CHAMPS 
Life Skills program was created to support the student development initiatives 
of its member institutions and to enhance the quality of the student-athlete 
experience within the university setting.

footwork. It is the responsibility of the strength and conditioning staff to 
design and implement workouts, teach and demonstrate proper lifting tech- 
nique, and to monitor and evaluate each individual athlete’s progress, while 
maintaining a positive environment to train in. 

Student athletes at the University of San Diego train in the newly 
rebuilt USD Sports Center weight room. The 5,000 sq ft facility contains 
12 power racks, 8 Olympic lifting platforms, various selectorized and plate 
loaded machinery, and over 7500 lbs of free weight. This facility is also 
equipped with an additional 1800 square feet of artificial turf that is used 
for team agility, plyometric, and flexibility training. 

The goal of the strength and conditioning department is to edu- 
cate and motivate each student athlete to maximize their genetic potential 
and create an environment where athletes can develop into champions both 
mentally and physically.

THE UNIVERSITY OF SAN DIEGO 


THE SETTING 


The University of San Diego is an independent Catholic institution of 
higher education. Founded in 1949, USD is located on 180 acres overlook- 
ing Mission Bay, San Diego Harbor and the Pacific Ocean. The campus is 
named Alcala Park and is located just 10 minutes from downtown San Di- 
ego and the world famous San Diego Zoo. Historic Old Town is just min- 
utes away as well. 

The city of San Diego along with this campus traces their origins to 
fifteenth century Spain. The campus was named after a Spanish village near 
Madrid - Alcala de Henares. Founded by the Greeks as Complutum, the 
village was later renamed Al Kala (the Castle) by the Moslems. Christians 
recaptured the village centuries later and founded a university, the Univer- 
sity of Alcala, whose buildings became the inspiration for USD's style. Both 
institutions are located on a hill overlooking a river valley. 


THE CAMPUS 


The USD campus is regarded as one of the most architecturally unique institutions in 
the country, featuring 18 major buildings designed in an ornamental 16th century Spanish 
Renaissance style. 

Since 1984, USD has completed |] major construction and expansion projects. A 
five-story, Spanish Renaissance parking garage (1,100 spaces) was completed in 1998. A 
landscaped fountain plaza was finished in the fall of 1995, connecting the entrances of the 
Immaculata and Hughes Administration Center. In 1992, the university completed the 
45,000 square foot Loma Hall, which includes an expanded bookstore, a larger mail cen- 
ter, classrooms and laboratories. In 1990, the renovated Katherine M. and George M. Pardee 
Jr. Legal Research Center opened, a facility that offers the latest in information technol- 


Ogy. 
ACADEMICS 


USD enrolls more than 6,943 students who have a choice of more than 50 under- 
graduate and graduate degree programs. The university's academic units include the Col- 
lege of Arts and Sciences, and the Schools of Business Administration, Education, Law 
and Nursing. Class size generally averages between 18-25 students with the student to 
teacher ratio being 18:1. Over 97 percent of USD's full-time faculty hold doctorates. In 
the annual ratings of the country's colleges and universities, published by U.S. News & 
World Report, USD moved from the regional to national category in 1994. The university is ranked among the top 100 schools in 
the nation. 


STUDENT LIFE 


Student activities include cultural events, dances, boat cruises, beach parties, BBQ's, concerts, comedy nights, symposia 
and much more. Students participate in a wide range of volunteer projects such as adult literacy tutoring, senior citizen outreach, 
and house building in Tijuana. The intramural program is also an integral part of student life on campus with over two-thirds of 
the USD community partaking in intramural sports. 


ATHLETICS 


The University of San Diego is a member of the West Coast Confer- 
ence for nearly all sports and competes in 16 intercollegiate sports on the 
NCAA Division I level. Women's sports include: basketball, crew, cross 
country, soccer, softball, swimming, tennis and volleyball. Men's sports 
include: baseball, basketball, crew, cross country, golf, football, soccer and 
tennis. Since 1990 USD teams have won ten conference championships; 
made 30 NCAA post-season appearances; had 26 Conference Coaches of 
the Year; 21 Conference Players of the Year, 12 Conference Freshmen of the 
Year, four WCC Scholar Athletes of the Year and 30 All-America selections.
